Information Disclosure Statement 
The information disclosure statement filed July 23, 2003, appears to be intended to 
include three pages, however sheet 3 of 3 was not found. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 1, 9, 19 and 23 are objected to because of the following informalities: Claim 1, 
Line 2, "generally" should be deleted; Claim 9, Line 2, "cylinder", second occurrence, should be 
-cover sleeve--, Line 5, "generally" should be deleted; Claim 19, Line 2, "generally" should be 
deleted, Claim 23, Line 2, "generally" should be deleted, Line 4, "said spacer" should be ~a 
spacer--. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of appHcation for patent in the United States. 

Claims 21 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Bauer et al 
(4979718). 

Bauer et al discloses a pneumatic cylinder, having a snap in rotatable control, including a 
pneumatic cylinder with a housing (9) including a piston and a piston rod (10) that extends from 
one end, an actuator mechanism (not shown), and a control (27) rotatably coupled to the cylinder 
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at the opposite end for engaging the actuator mechanism. Wherein the control is snap-fitted into 
the cylinder. 



Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-20, 23, and 24 are allowed. 

Prior Art 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to appUcant*s 
disclosure. 6474619, 6382077, and 5577804 each disclose a control for a pneumatic cylinder.
